Such are Pagan pilgrimages. Each of the four 
principal festivals at Puri has, at least, 40 000 pil- 
grims present, wiile the number at Roth Jattra varies 
from 100,000 to 180,000. The whole number of 
those who visit the temple dering the year is immense, 
It is estimated that not less than 10,000 of them die 
annually, and the narrators think this estimate too low, 
by one half. ‘The annexed extract tells an awful 
tale : 


It is a fact declared by Mr. Lacey in the moat solemn 
manner, that when in the year 1838, after the Ruth” 
Jattra, he came to a village on the banks of the By- 
terini, he found in it none but the dead. The win- 
dow-blinds uf the houses were dow o, a few dogs were 
moving about; but into every house where he entered, 
he only found people dead from cholera. The few 
survivors of the population had fled from the pestilen- 
tial spot! It isa feet too, thatin consequence of this 
spread of the cholera, the commanding officers at Ber- 
hampore and Cuttack annually place pickets of sepoys 
(native soldiers) to prevent the pilgrims entering into 
the town ur inte the military lazar; of this in Cuttack 
we were ourselves witnesses; and it has been found 
that, by these orders, the havock of former yeara has 
been considerably lessened. Let us reme mber that 
this awful mortality, both of the pilgrims and of the 
people among whem they journey, bas been silently 
going on for hundreds ot years! Let us remember 
all this, and then caleulate if we ean, apart from all 
reflections on the ruin of immortal souls, the giganuc 
thass of misery which this horrible pilgnmage to Jug- 
gernaut produces ! 
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CHRIST’S ATONEMENT.

IMPORTANCE OF PUBLIC WORSHIP. 
What would any nation, what would any neighbor- 
hood be, ifthe Sabbah and if our assemblies for pub- 
lie worship were given up’ How rude! how savage! 
how insuberdinate! how insulting! are found those in 
the different parts of the country that are brought up 
moch away trom the intluence of the means of grace! 
There are no persoos but have occasional religious ex- 
citemenis, and is it net desirable that these periods 
should be seized and unproved' Even a bad man will 
frequently feel a temporary conviction; and in the 
place for public worstup that conviction may be con- 
firmed and become a principle. Persons may enter 
the house ef God in afilietion ; but, though they first 
repaired to it as an asylum, they may afterwards con- 
tinue there as adorere in the sanctuary. How many 
there are, humanly speaking, who would never have 
been struck by divine truth, had they not, from curi- 
osity, we will suppese, entered the house of God !— 
Here is one—!ie comes and stands in the aisle, and he 
gives a leering side-look to the preacher. He seems, 
at first, careless ; but he soon feels, and he soon blush- 
es; tor the preacher seems acquainted with him, and 
he seems known of all and adjudged of all. He goes 
home reproaching the minister, and saying, 

“If men have faulis, they should be reproved in 
private, and not before a whole assembly , 1 will never 
enter that place again’’—not knowing what he says. 
The Sabbath comes round, he walks to the door, and 
affeets a kind of contempt for the place ; but he does 
not really feel one. He steps back, he comes just 
within the doors ; he hears again, is more impressed, 
and more alarmed; and now the danger is, lest he 
should say, There is no hope! and lest despair should 
sink him to an untegenerate state. But he enters 
again; and the minister who has shown him the dis- 
ease, shows him also the remedy ; and he is made to 
know the truth, and the truth sets him free, and he 
walks in the glorious liberty of the sons of Gud. 

And this is not all. Many of these things have oo- 
curred under our own observation ; but when a man 
gains good in such a place as this, he carries it away ; 
he diffuses it ; itis multiplied.
